Sparks From Mark 

“I Want You!” What was your first thought when 
you read that? I bet for most of you it was of Uncle 
Sam, pointing a finger at you. Well, I can tell you, 
there is another person saying the same thing. That 
person is Jesus. He is calling every one of us to be 
an apostle. “Wow, wait a minute, I’m not St. Peter, 
or St. John, or St. Mark. I don’t even come close to 
being in the same category as those holy people.” 
Those were some of my first thoughts while 
attending the Called and Gifted workshop 
sponsored by the Diocese’s Ministry Formation 
Program this past fall. And then the speaker started 
talking about Charisms. “What a minute, I can’t 
speak nor interrupt no tongs. Heck, I don’t even 
know of anyone that can. And she’s telling me, 
I’ve got charisms. Is this really where I want to be 
right now?” 

Well, it was exactly the place I needed to be. I 
learned about charisms, that they are gifts given by 
God to people for the good of others. And we all 
have them; we probably just don’t recognize them 
in ourselves. This workshop helped me to 
recognize what charisms I may have. This was 
done by ranking a series of questions on a scale of 
0 to 3. After ranking and adding up my scores, I 
discovered I may have some charisms I didn’t 
think I had. The rest of the workshop involved 
learning more about these charisms, what they 
mean, what Saints demonstrated these charisms, 
etc. 

On February 23-24 th , the Called and Gifted 
workshop will be presented at OLBH. If you are 
interested in learning about your charisms, sign up. 
If you want help finding out what God wants you 
to do, sign up. If you know someone that should 


attend, ask them to sign up, when you sign up. 
This really is an excellent workshop and a 
great way to start the Lenten season. If you 
would like more information about this 
workshop, please contact me, Fr.

As adults in a busy world, we find it difficult 
to act from a heart center. We are too often 
tired, distracted, or goal oriented. We think 
too much, and our thoughts are the source of 
anxieties, guilt, and fears. We allow ourselves 
to be pulled into the past, into the future, and 
into fantasy. Thoughts split our minds from 
our hearts. 

Francis reminds us of our fundamental desire 
for wholeness. We yearn to integrate mind and 
heart. We begin by first getting in touch with 
our heart, in other words cultivating a desire 
for God’s love. In time we will be guided more 
and more by a deeper spiritual energy. We 
will experience the revelation of the spirit in 
the here and now - in these people, in these 
birds, this landscape. 1
